About fifty years ago a Cincin¬ 
nati man made a violin just as an 
experiment and because he had a 
knack for using cabinet tools.

It 
got smashed in her trunk and when 
taken to pieces to be repaired, re¬ 
vealed the Cincinnati man’s name 
on the top piece, and proved to be 
his old and forgotten youthful ex¬ 
periment. 

Benjamin Banner, aged 14 years, 
is in a critical condition, and will 
probably die as the result of a bi¬ 
cycle. accident at New Britianf 
Conn., Thursday afternoon. The 
boy collided with a racing sulky 
at Walnut Hill trotting park, and 
sustained a fractured skull. 

Brookville, Penn., has a crow 
hatchery, said to be the only one 
in the world. This bird’s jet black 
head makes a handsome trimming 
for women’s hats, and milliners 
are credited with paying 25 cents 
for each head. The .eggs of crows 
hatch in the ordinary chicken incu¬ 
bator in fifteen days, and in eight 
weeks the birds are big enough to 
be guillotined. 

At Lake Village, Chicot county, 
Ark., there is an unpleasantness be¬ 
tween; the whites and blacks which 
may end in a race war.

O bedience is the greatest lesson 
of life, and like many other things, 
measles and mumps for instance, 
it is easiest when we learn it young. 
Of what avail is it to instruct, if in¬ 
struction is not to be heeded? Obe¬ 
dience is the very beginning of 
moral training; it is the first step 
toward self-control. 

The earliest lessons of obedience 
are generally put into force toward 
maintaining order and peace in the 
home. They are lessons of self-ef¬ 
facement, of courtesy, and thought¬ 
fulness for others. Without these 
qualities, home life, is apt to be a 
succession of “snaps and snarls” 
which set an indelible impress up¬ 
on youthful character. 

The mother sets the key-note of 
’behavior in the home. If she is a 
loud-voiced, rough, brusque wo¬ 
man, ber children will in most ca¬ 
ses resemble her. If she is gentle, 
low-voiced, and kind, while at the 
same time blessed with firmness, 
her children will be like her. She 
moulds the home manners in her 
own likeness. Courtesy and kind¬ 
ness are not reserved for strangers, 
but are leading characteristics in 
the home circle, and mark the in¬ 
tercourse of its members. If fath¬ 
er and mother are given to dissen. 
sions—those hasty speeches and 
quick retorts—the children are 
quick to Imitate in their dealings 
with each other. 

I wish people did not so often be¬ 
lieve gentleness incompatible with 
firmness. To be emphatic, to win 
obedience, they seem to think it Is 
necassary to speak loudly and per¬ 
emptorily. Yet it is not necessary. 
Cannot we mean what we say just 
as much if we say it quietly as we 
do when we shout it at the top of 
the voice? And if we don’t begin by 
talking to the children in a tone 
of voice* that would scratch glass, | 
we can soon convince them that we 
mean what we say when the voice 
is not raised above an ordinary 
pitch. 

There is nothing “compelling” in 
a high key; we resort to it because 
we have not accustomed the small 
people to obey a request couched in 
a gentler tone. We have let them 
disobey till the peremptory order 
only is regarded. Very soon they 
will not heed even that. 

And oh how this ordering and 
scolding and nagging spoil the 
home atmosphere ! It is a habit 
quickly taken up, and it makes 
those of quiet temperament, lovers

16. “Thy God, whom thou servest con¬ 
tinually, He will deliver theo.” Thus did 
Darius, compelled by his own law to put 
Daniel in the lions’ den, seek to comfort 
him. The law cannot save any one, for 
it is to those who break it the ministration 
of death (Gal. ill, 11, 21). Neither can 
mero love always accomplish all it desires 
to, for Darius loved Daniel, and as a king 
he had great power. If Darius had loved 
Daniel enough to toko his place and go to 
tho lions’ den in his stead, it might have 
saved Daniel;, this our blessed Lord did, 
for the Son of God loved mo and gave 
Himself for mo (Gal. il, 20). 

17. “And a stone was brought and laid 
upon tho mouth of tho den, and tho king 
sealed it with his own signet." Jeremiah 
said, “They have out off my life in tho 
dungeon and oast a stone upon mo” (Lam. 
Hi, 63). Doth Jeremiah and Daniel and 
every good prophet were typical of the 
groatest of all the phophets, the Lord 
Jesus Christ, who died in our stead, and, 
His body being placed in the tomb, the 
tomb was scaled (Math, xxvii, 60). In 
each case-the sealing was to make sure tho 
purposo of tho enemy, but It was a vain 
purpose and wrought the doom of those 
who thus served the adversary. 

18. “Then tho king went to his palace 
and passed the night fasting. 1 ’ Ho slept 
not, nor did: ho allow himself to be enter¬ 
tained with musio. His heart was sore on 
account of Daniel’s peril, and he longed 
for the morning that ho might know If 
Daniel’s God had delivered him from the 
lions. The love that would deliver if It. 
could, but finds itself holplosa so to do, is 
a mighty thing and yet is but a faint 
shadowing of tho love that gave tho onlv 
begotten Son of God to die for our sins.

Daniel’s 
friends knew that the God whom they 
served was able to deliver them from the 
furnace, but that wh^iker He deHvered 
them from going into the furnace or not 
Ha certainly would deliver them from the 
hand of Nebuchadnezzar. 

21. 22. “My God hath sent His angel 
and hath shut the lions’ mouths that they 
have not hurt mo.” With a kind word to 
the king, thus replied Daniel to the glory 
of God, and Darius was exceeding glad 
and commanded to take up Daniel out of 
tha den. Better far to be in the lions’ den 
or tho fiery*furnace with God than in the 
best possible civeumstances of earthly com¬ 
fort without Him. 

23. “So Daniel was taken up out of the 
den, and no manner of hurt was found 
upon him, because hebelieved in his God.” 
The helpful thoughts from this and the 
concluding verses of tho chapter are more 
than space will allow us to give, but may 
a few suggest more to you by tho Holy 
Spirit.
